THE SERGEANT TELLS 'EM 

Congratulations to Sgt. Fred C. Pratt, the 
fiddler who cut loose In the TUnca-Newa 
public Forum the other day alter reading a 
contribution which provipusly had appeared 
In tho same column. 

Although Sergeant Pratt apparently la a 
strangDr to thla community and read the 
srtictQ In question while ho happened to be 
traveling through our vicinity, hia reactSona 
"rang the bell" nevertheless. 

The name of the contributor with whom 
ho took issue Is not particularly Important, 
because the opinions advanced and the way 
they were expressed are quite common 
throughout the country. No doubt, tho con- 
tdbutlon In question merely served as an- 
other reminder of the prevalence of such 
thinking, and Sergeant Pratt couldn't re- 
sist using It aa a typical example. 

All those individuals who are given to ideal- 
istic theories, high-sounding phrases and 
the like could well afford to give Sergeant 
Pratt's remarks more serious thought, some 
of which we reproduce for that very reason. 

"I've been In a camp a year." wrote Ser- 
geant Pratt. "Soldiers don't talk in (this con- 
tributor's) stuffed ahlrt phrases, they despise 
them; they despise all the old hot-air word- 
fige like 'grim determination,' 'glorious dead,' 
•hailowed ground,' etc. When the 'grand, good 
boys' come back . . . one of tho first things 
they want to do Is chuck such meanhigless 
. and vague terminology out of the window. 

"There Is too much fuzzy thinking and 
speaking and writing among our good citi- 
' eenry. War Is messy and filthy and degrading 
... and no shining words will change the fact. 
. If you and other mothers learn to call a epade 
a spade, look facts in the face, we may not 
have another war quite so soon. Bay what 
you mean, folks, and bo SURE you know tho 
real dellnltioA ol the words you sling around." 

We repeat: Congratulations to Sergeant 
Pratt. 

The time has long since arrived in this 
country when we should he doing more se- 
rious thlnldng and leu Idle talking; devot- 
ing more of our time to concerted action 
and less of our effort to. meaningless conver- 
sation; demanding ol our public officials 
that they produce resulta instead of trying 
to fill us with a lot. of baloney. 

What this country needs Is a lot more In- 
dividuals like Sergeant Fratt, 



FEDERAL CROP CONTROL FLOPS 

Without much ado or explanation, and 
trying to make the whole thing appear as 
casual as possible, 'Washington has come out 
with the significant announcement that tho 
fanners may be assured of a government 
program of unrestricted production In 1944 
and abandonment of the lO-yeor-old new 
deal policy of rigid crop controls! 

In other words, right at the time when all 
this so-caUcd plBJined economy should ho 
standing up under the severest of tests, when 
wartime requirements demand that we all 
do our utmost, tho government virtually Junlu 
Its tremendous crop control program which. 
It has been telling us for all these years, has 
been Indlspenslblc, 

In stIU other words, the poor dumb Ameri- 
can farmers who couldn't be trusted to do 
their own planting, even under normal con- 
ditions, are now told In effect that they con 
go ahead to suit themselves In providing all 
the crops required during this serious war- 
time economy. 

.Some of this country's leading agricultur- 
ists have been tcUlng. us all along that the 
government's attempts to control from pro- 
duction didn't make sense. Despite their 
warnings, however, federal interference con- 
tinued imtll the whole program bogged down. 

There ore only two plausible reasons why 
the eovernmeot should do such an about- 
face at the present time. Either food pro- 
duction has gotten Into such a deplorable 
mess that the government fears the conse- 
quences of federally controlled farming, or 
the master planners feel that IflU.wUl be 
no time to continue antagonizing the farmers, 
because It Just bo happens that It's an elec- 
tion year. 

.Probably it's a combination of both.

FBOM ACUTE SnOKIAOE TO BUBFLTJS - 

With the tremendous increase In potato acresga in 
Idaho,, there li considerable speculation over yields 
and marketing conditions this fall It is recognized 
Uutt this expansion wu Influenced largely the 
price support program announced I^t spring by the 
depsirtment ot agriculture. 

Word was received from Washington this week that 
the- war food administration has so many potatoes It 
doesnt know what to do with them. The WFA has 
bousht nearly 1,003 carloads of potatoes in the past 
lew weeks under its price support program. This 
agency la reported lo lure disposed ot fewer than 
1,000 can, mostly to relief organUatlons and hospitals. 

During the late winter and spring there were no 
polRtocj on the Woshlnglon, D. 0., markets, and many 
other eastern cities Ukewlse faced acut« shortages. 
Thus, Irom a potato scarcity only a tew waeka ago, 
tho cation now baa a surplus. Ths early potatoes will 
not Iceep, and war food administration officials aald 
last week tbsj may feed them to livestock unices ft 
RUitftbla market for human connimptlon is found. 

These developments provida lubitantlal evidence of 
the dllllculty of contioUIni and regulating production 
of foodstuffs through goi'emmental i.gcnclcs. -Price 
incentives are always a patent factor, but It ahoulo* 
be recognized that such programs require huge, siims 
of federal funds which help to create bigger deficits.— 
Burley Bulletin.

Sun*S; Rays Keep 
House Warm Even 
In Zero Weather 

CHIOAQO, Aug. n nlJ5 — The 
sun's rays filtering Into n "solar 
houce" built of specially prepared 
glass kept roam temperatures at 
SS dcEceea while the tumace was 
turned olt In subzero weather, the 
IlllnQli Institute of Technology 
ported today. 

Tlic Institute lold Oii resulU of 
a year'i experimentation with, the 
glass house Indies t«d that the sim 
may be ham cued successfully In 
poet-var construction ol dwellings 
to serve as an auxiliary soun 
heat and to reduce fuel bills. 

The net cost ot heating tho "solar 
house" was reduced about one third 
— Irwn »16t) esUmaled by fuel engl. 
necrs to an actual cost of tiao; 

The experiments ware condijctcd 
by J. C. Peebles, dean of Uie Insti- 
tute's college of engineering, and 
William 0. Knopf. Jr., who super- 
vised, the project in cooperation 
wllh the Uhbey-Owens-pord: aioas 
company. 

The house was built of a type of 
glass , known as thermopane. Tlie 
sun's rays filtered through multi- 
ple -glued windows which land- 
wlchcd a scaled-ln, dehydrated air 
space between panes,, ' 

The sun supplied enough beat . 
obviate the necessity ot uslng'.the 
furnace during daylight hourtt 
when the temperature outside rang- 
ed from ' five to 17 degrees below 
iert),'the InsUtute aald. . . 

The house.' built at Homewood, 
□1., at a cost ot IT.OOO, Is a one- 
(tmy slngte-itope frame structure, 
with flat pitched roofs over the main 
body and wlngi. 

The roofs were so placed that the 
low'hanglng winter sun penetrated 
deeply < bto the principal 'rooms 'of 
the house, while. In the summer the 
windows were ehaded.

CHILDREN 

By ANGELO P4TIU 

Children must be tmttxed to do 
household chores, personal chores, 
to itielr lives may be orderly ond 
pleoEint. We begin by teaching Ut- 
ile ones to put away their toys. We 
slTe them ■ low shell and show 
them how to orrango their belong- 
inis on It. how to replace them in 

No'llttle child Is bom with that 
ncsttieu In his being. It must be set 
tlicrc by many experiences. Qrade 
those experiences so that the child 
Is not strained In pracUclnE them 
and u taught that neatness and 
order arc painful and fatiguing 
yond Ihelr worth. 

First, trsin the child to take out 
only ■ tew playthings at a. time. 
When he tires ot one he puts It 
awaj' uid takes down anotlicr. Warn 
him ahtad ot time th&t It will soon 
be pultlnE away time and if he has 
scattered a lot ot little thU)i;a like 
blocks, or beads, help him to gothcr 
them and put Uiem oway properly. 
Helping him eases the burden of 
labor but docs not lessen the value 
ot the lesion In neaUiess. Exampli 
Is mare Uinn half the CKperloncc the 
child aJsorbi, 

Help Kim Straighten up 
Even the eight and nlna-yeor olds 
need help with this qtatness task. 
Some children need moro than 
others. One child wlU learo quickly 
u> iisng tils clothes oh their hookp 
and hangers while another will have 
lo he remlRded and helped again 
and again. Help him. When he has 
toued hb pajtunas. robe, slippers, 
solkd clothes, bo:^u. Bbout the room, 
help him plsce them where they be- 
long, cheerfully, without scolding. 
It be Is helped, he does not leel 
oppressed and he Icanis to do his 
chore as a matter ot course because 
comeonc else takes it that way ond 
helps tilm U help himself. 

Neatness and order are adult no- 
tions, and stand ard^. Children know 
little about them and have to learn 
slowly and often psmiully, to keep 
their belongings and their rooms In 
Older. Dropping Uilngs whero they 
stand Is the natural thing for chil- 
dren to do and the Idea that this U 
poor way ol doing Is new to them 
nd must be patiently Instilled. 

. Good Example Help* 
This habit ot neatness and order 
Is best Instilled by good example. 
Children vho lire in homes that ar> 
well ordered soon ]eam to follow the 
customs ot the family. With si little 
cncouniEement and some proddjng 
they soon learn. 

But always they are some who 
leom slowly, and some who never 
leam. even in orderly homes. Just 
why this li we do not know taxft the 
fact Dtays hi tl^e odd child who 
simply cannot conform. After try- 
ing vainly tor years their pojenW 
give up and try to keep their 
Udlness to the limits of their 
u. That li about the njoat 
do with the hopeless tmtldy 
member of Lbs family. Reluctantly 
one comes to the conclusion that it 
> possible to pay too high a price 
In nervous energy, family harmony 
and general good helilth for neat- 
ness. Fortunately, the great num- 
ber ot children soon leam If they 
hare help at the start and a good 
ewnple always.

To Grid Order 

WASHINQTON, Aug. 17 (UB - 
Four months ot actual experlent 
has Convinced the war department of 
the wisdom ct its refusal to permit 
soldi cr-studen Is to participate In 
intercoUeglaie athletics, according 
to Secretary ol War Henry L. Stlm- 

Siinuon. it was revealed, wrote 
Rep. Samuel A. Weiss. D. Penn., that 
the sclicdulcs of army men assigned 
to studying at colleges "simply do 
not allow a sufficient leeway"* for 
tliem to devote the necessary tlmi 
to participation In intercollegiate 
athletics. 

■ "The weekly achedulea In army 
spccinllicd training program units,". 
Stimson said, "cover £0 hours— 2i 
hours for direct contact with In- 
structors,- 3*- hours ot supervised 
study, five houm for military train- 
ing and six hours for supervised 
physical training.
